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Class  History 

HE  task  of  writing  the  class  history  is 
not  one  to  appeal  to  the  average  high 
school  senior  and  while  the  writer  fully 
appreciates  the  honor  which  was  thrust  upon 
her,  it  was  with  fear  and  trepidation  that  she 
attempted  to  record  in  historical  sequence  the 
important  events  taking  place  in  the  high 
school  life  of  the  class  of  1909. 

If  the  opinions  of  our  learned  instructors 
count  for  anything,  this  class  is  probably  the 
worst  which  was  ever  graduated  from  Drury 
High  School,  and  if  the  majority  of  us  do  not 
come  to  some  bad  end,  the  prognostications  of 
our  teachers  will  not  come  true.  Various 
members  of  this  class  have  been  blamed  for 
everything  that  has  happened  in  the  High 
school  during  the  four  years  that  we  were 
there;  from  the  clogging  of  the  furnace  to  the 
falling  of  the  plaster  in  the  Senior  Room. 

We  entered  the  High  school  the  same  as 
every  other  freshman  class  has  entered  since 
the  time  of  Adam.

Pensively,  I 
wonder  if  that  time-honored,  weather  beaten 
brown  building,  old  Drnry,  is  still  standing; 
if  its  stairs  still  creak  nnder  the  feet  of  pupils 
increasing  every  year  in  number  and  dimin¬ 
ishing  in  stature. 

The  following  week,  I  receive  a  card,  stat¬ 
ing  that  Andrew  MacPhail,  Governor  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  desires  my  presence  at  a  reunion 
of  the  Drnry  class  of  nineteen-nine,  to  be  held 
at  North  Adams,  during  Old  Home  Week. 

Arriving  in  the  city,  I  start  back  and  stare 
in  surprise  at  the  massive  stone  building,  in 
place  of  the  “little  red  station  of  long  ago.” 
A  reception  committee  comes  forward  and  a 
hearty  welcome  is  tendered  me  and  fellow 
passengers. 

I  look  around  for  well  known  faces.  Surely 
that  very  short  little  lady  over  there  with  the 
music  roll  can  be  none  other  than  Millicent 
Crocker.  That  must  be  Anna  Crofts  with  her, 
too.  And  to  think  that  neither  of  them  has 
grown  a  bit  in  over  ten  years,  I  mused. 

As  I  cross  to  greet  them,  I  hear  some  one 
talking  a  steady  stream,  and  as  I  turn,  stand 
face  to  face  with  the  famed  story  writer, 
Catherine  Healy  who  is  still  smiling.  With 
her  is  a  lady,  whom  I  fail  to  recognize,  though 
she  seems  to  know  me.  Suddenly  she  sneezes. 
I  am  no  longer  in  doubt.  It  is  Gertrude 
Maher  to  whom  time  has  been  partial.  She 
tells  me  she  has  a  civil  service  position  at 
Washington. 

The  hotel,  where  we  stop  is  run  by  a  Mr. 
Gleason,  but  until  I  saw  him,  little  did  I 
think  that  it  was  the  same  Howard  who  with 
Susie  Hayden,  now  his  help-meet,  made  the 
l)usiness  department  of  Drnry  shine. 

In  the  lobby  of  the  hotel,  I  encounter  Ber¬ 
tha  Green,  P'annie  Silverman  and  Myrta 
Kezer,  all  three,  now,  distinguished  members 
of  the  four  hundred  society. 


That  afternoon,  we  visit  the  different  de¬ 
partment  stores.  We  are  informed  that  the 
largest  emporium  in  the  metropolis  of  North 
Adams  is  run  by  Beatrice  Brower  and  Alicia 
Maloney,  whose  imported  Paris  gowns  bid  fair 
to  rival  Redfern’s.  In  the  next  building, 
Charles  Burch  still  sticking  to  the  “last,”  is 
the  proprietor  of  a  large  and  well  established 
shoe  store.  He  says  he  is  much  annoyed  by 
the  noise  of  Mr.  Ripley’s  anto  garage,  which 
is  located  in  the  same  building. 

In  the  evening,  we  attend  the  play,  “When 
We  Were  Sweet  Sixteen,”  in  wdiich  Helen 
Sullivan  stars.  Accompanying  her  is  Harlan 
Walker,  who  has  retired  from  the  stage  to  be¬ 
come  Miss  Sullivan’s  manager,  this  position 
being  more  remunerative.  It  is  indeed  a  pleas¬ 
ant  surprise  to  find  that  Carl  Harris,  the 
world’s  famed  comedian  is  also  in  the  com¬ 
pany,  ready  to  create  as  much  fnn  as  he  did, 
years  ago,  in  “She  Stoops  to  Conquer.” 

In  the  box,  opposite  tis  we  discover  Mr. 
Griffin,  the  world’s  record  breaker  in  sprinting 
and  his  wife,  in  whom  it  is  easy  to  recognize 
Pauline  McDonell, 

Between  the  acts  five  or  six  come  into  the 
box  to  see  us ;  among  these,  I  find  Mary 
Burke,  now  wife  of  a  rich  banker;  Marion 
Smith,  a  noted  opera  singer;  Martin  Gnile- 
fnss,  a  well-to-do  farmer ;  Lawyer  Curran,  re¬ 
nowned  for  his  oratory  and  after  dinner 
speeches,  having  received  his  early  training 
in  “Drnry  Dramatics;”  and  Lncins  Yeaw,  a 
ranch  owner,  who,  I  am  informed,  becoming 
tired  of  civilization,  has  gone  to  the  “wild  and 
woolly  west”  to  dwell. 

After  the  play,  we  lunch  at  Carpenter’s 
“Grill  Room,”  over  whose  entrance  hangs  the 
motto,  “We  Live  to  Eat.” 

The  following  morning  we  visit  the  schools. 
On  old  Drury’s  site  stands  an  elegant  brown- 
stone  structure.  Dr.  Stein,  Ph.D.,  now  rules 
and  directs  his  many  able  assistants ;  among 
whom  are  Angnstns  Newman,  professor  of 
Chemistry  ;  Helen  Harriman,  teacher  of 
F'rench  and  S.  Parkhnrst,  teacher  of  English  ; 
and  John  Brewer,  teacher  of  music,  who  al¬ 
though  he  has  no  equal  in  his  line,  has  never 
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lost  sight  of  the  fact  tliat  “Do  Means  Money.” 

We  arrive  at  the  kindergarten,  just  in  time 
to  find  Nelly  Murphy  patiently  taking  off 
clothespins  from  matched  rubbers,  while  her 
associate-teacher,  Ethel  McAdoo,  with  diffi¬ 
culty  and  with  a  shoe  horn,  is  putting  the 
rubbers  on  the  feet  of  the  little  tots,  whom 
they  have  under  their  charge. 

h'rom  them  we  learn  what  has  become  of 
some  of  onr  former  classmates.  Rebecca  Ros¬ 
enberg  has  gone,  as  a  missionary,  to  the  Fiji 
Islands  and  has  had  three  narrow  escapes 
from  being  devoured  by  cannibals.  Grace 
Temple,  now  happily  married,  had  formerly 
conducted  a  manicnring  parlor.  Sadie  Wil¬ 
liams  is  a  teacher  in  the  Tnskagee  school. 
Raymond  Mahoney  is  editor  of  a  New  York 
daily;  Hazel  Bates  owns  a  confectionery  shop, 
noted  for  “Wallace’s  Chocolates  Belle  Cleve¬ 
land  is  a  teacher  of  botany  in  a  large  Boston 
school.  Joseph  Reardon  is  a  wealthy  stock¬ 
holder  in  New  York.  Harry  Wylde  is  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Mathematics  in  Harvard  University. 
Charles  McCarthy  is  an  electrical  engineer  in 
the  employ  of  the  Berkshire  Railroad  Com- 
])any,  but  nothing  seems  to  shock  him. 

Walter  Kelly  has  become  a  great  inventor, 
his  first  invention,  created  in  school  days,  be¬ 
ing  a  musical  instrument  composed  of  squeak¬ 
ing  tables.  James  O’Brien  has  been  traveling 
in  vaudeville,  as  a  ventriloquist.  Anna  Don¬ 
ovan  is  an  energetic  woman  suffragist,  and  has 
a  meek  husband  who  delights  in  his  strong- 
minded  wife.  Pilsie  Burdick  is  a  trained 
nnr.se,  who  strongly  advocates,  for  health,  the 
use  of  “Burdick’s  Bitters.”  As  for  Arthur 
Whitney  he  has  married  a  woman  who  is  a 
bridge-whist  fiend  and  one  may  see  Arthur  iu 
the  park  any  day,  wheeling  the  twins.
